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MEN AND DOGS 
TRAIL CONVICT 


But Despite Hot Pursuit Tracy | 
Is Still at Large 


Tiring of His Companion, Tracy 
Chains Anderson to a Tree, 
Where He Is Found by the 
Pursuers—Wonderful 
Nerve of Fugitive. 


Seattle, Wash., July 8—Harry Tracy, 
the fugitive Oregon convict, who has 
kille@d six men and wounded. geveral 
others since June 9, is being hotly pursued 
by men and dogs in the country south- 
east of Seattle and may be slain or cap- 
His pursuers, 
who have with them two fine blood- 
hounds, are only a short distance behind 
him, 

Tracy made another extraordinary es- 
cape from one of the posses after him this 
afternoon. Word was received at the 
sheriff's office that Tracy had been at 
the house of a Mrs. Gerald, near Trenton, 
for five hours. Fifty armed men at once 
hastened to the scene. When they reach- 
ed the place they scattered and took po- 
sitions so they could watch the house 
to the best advantage. 

Gave Them the Slip. 

The peculiar actions of Mrs. Gerald con- 
vinced them that Tracy was s...i in the 
house. On the arrival of Sheriff Cudihee 
the posse closed in on the house, only to 
learn from Mrs. Gerald that Tracy had 
given them the slip. He had left the 
house by a rear door ten minutes pre- 
vious, while the posse were taking up 
their positions to watch the place, hid 
for a few minutes in some of the bushes 
and then quietly slipped away through 
the woods toward Parmer. 

The wonderful nerve,of the convict was 
never more fully exemplified than in tais 
instance. In the back yard of the Ger- 
ald home was found Anderson, the man 
whom Tracy had kept a prisoner from the 
time he left Port Madison, -tied to a tree. 
Tracy had tied anderson to the tree waile 
the posse were in full view of the house 
before a. his escape. The blood- 
hounds were let loose on his trail and are 
reported to be only a few minutes be- 
hind him. 

Fully a thousand armed men are now 
engaged in the pursuit, including a posse 
which has taken the train for Palmer to 
intercept Tracy in his flight toward Ce- 
dar mountain. Some time between Sat- 
urday night and Monday night Tracy 
came té° Seattle. The Johnson boat, in 


“which he left Port Madison, accompanied 


by the man Anderson on Saturday night, 
Was found today with a chain attached 
to it thrown over a boom of logs at the 
wharf at Newell's mill, South Seattle. 
Boy Informed Sheriff. 

<A little after 2 o'clock the 17-year-old 
Son of Rancher Gerald arrived at tne 
eheriff’s office with a gold and a 
Silver watch, saying that Tracy had ar- 
rived at his father’s house at 10:30 o'clock 
that morning, and aiter eating a hearty 
meal had sent him to a neighbor’s house 
with the two watches with instructions 
to try to sell them. Tracy said if he 
f‘were given away” he would Kill the 
witiole family, the boy included. The 
boy, knowing that it was Tracy, con- 
cluded to bring the watcues to the sher- 
iff's office, hoping that the desperado 
would remain there until a searching 
party could arrive. The watches an- 
ewer the description of those stvlen 
from the Johnsons. Young Gerald de- 
ecribed Tracy accurately, and the offi- 
cers think that he is trying to make the 
Palmer cut off by the Cedar mountain 
road. , 

The first posse took a trolley car for 
Renton. At that place a locomotive is 
in readiness to convey the man huntefs 
1 1-2 miles up the Columuia and Puget 
Sound railroad to the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the Gerald house. Dhe second 
posse started for Renton an hour later 
with bloodhounds. Sheriff Cudihee, with 
eeverai deputies, left for Renton this at- 
ternoon. 


ENTIRE FAMILY IS BUTCHERED 


Traveling Party Done to Death in 
Oklahoma. 

Enid, O. T., July 8&—Near Prudence, 30 
miles southwest of here, the bodies of a 
man, a woman and two children, appa- 
rently members of one family, mutilated 
into almost unrecognizable masses, were 
found todey. bodies had been strip- 
ped of clothing, #gaving no means of iden- 
tification. Se-uppsed that the famiby 
were strangers traveling overland, and 
that they were robbed and murdered by 
men who then made off with their team 
and belongings. 

Guthrie, O. T., July 8—On account of 
Prudence, Okla., being without telephone, 
telegraph or railroad connection it is dif- 
ficult to secure details of a report of the 
finding of four mutilated bodies near that 
town today. Advices received here via 
Kingfisher state that it is impossible to 
identify the bodies by anything yet 
found in the vicinity. They were found 
near the Cimarron river, supposedly 
where a party of movers had camped for 
—- night, when attacked and killed by 
unknown persons.

Who Will Endeavor at Once To 
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MISS LILLAR CLY HILL, R, 


Daughter to Charles Hill an d Secure His $144,000 Estate. 
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Establish Her Relationship of 
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Miss Lillar Cly Hill Certain She Is Daughter of 
Georgia Veteran Who Died at Groton, S. Dak., 
Leaving Large Estate. 


There has been found in Atlanta the 
daughter and probable heir of Charles 
Hill, a@ supposed Georgia . confederate 
veteran who died some weeks ago at 
Groton, 8. Dak., leaving $144,000 in cash 
which was takem in charge by the pub- 
lic*-adintnistrator to await the rightful 
claimant. : 

Miss Lillar Cly Hill, of this city, hds 
stated her case to Adjutant General 
J. W. Robertson, in such a manner as 
to make it practically certain she is the 
daughter of the dead man and is enti- 
tled to his estate. 

The Constitution published some days 
ago the exclusive story of the death of 
Hill at Groton, 8.- Dak.,’ and: it was 
through that publication that relatives 
living near Americus and Miss Hill be- 
gan investigations which: led ‘them to 
believe they could establish their claims 
to the estate. However, if-Miss Hill 
proves she is the daughter of the de- 
ceased. she will be entitled to the en- 
tire estate, and the claims of other rela- 
tives will amount to nothing. 

William Ashley, of Groton, S. Dax.. 
the attorney who {fs interested in finding 
the. heirs, recently became convinced: he 
had found relatives of Charlie Hill liv- 
ing at or near Americus, and so stated 
in a lteter to Adjutant General Robert- 
son. Now, however, the daughter hav- 
ing been. found, 
will be entitled to none of the estate if 


the Americus - relatives ! 


she can prove her claim, as it appears 
she can do. 
Working in a Pants Factory. 

The adjutant general was consulted by 
Attorney Ashley, as will be remembered, 
because it wag thought Hill was -a Geor- 
gia confederate veteran and his record 
could be looked up in the archives. 

Miss. Hill called on Adjutant General 
Robertson following. the publication of 
the story in The Constitution, and stat- 
ed she was satisfied Hill was her fath- 
er. She is at present employed as a 
seamstress in the pants factory of In- 
man, Smith & Co. She is about thirty 
years old. 

The story that Miss Hill tells ig one 
that doubtless veils much of fomance 
and interest could all the facts be 
known, but the circumstances are such 
that she could know of them only by 
hearsay. 

Her family Iived near Americus, and 
several months before her birth her fath- 
er left home and was never afterwards 
heard from. Three weeks after she was 
born her mother died, consequently she 
has never known mother or father, but 
was taken care of and brought up by 
an aunt, a Mrs. Speer, who lived near 
Butler, Ga., in Taylor county. For sev- 
eral years she has been living in At- 
lanta, where she has had employment, 
at present in ‘the capacity already 
stated.

JUST AS IN ACTUAL WARFARE. 


Moody Will Mask Maneuvers of the 


Fleet and Army. 

Washington, July 8—In the coming 
joint army. and naval manetivers on the 
Atlantic coast in September, Secretary 
Moody contemplates throwing the press 
correspondents of the country upon their 
own resources, meanwhile Naving . both 
invaders and defenders regard the news 
gatherers as a common “enemy.” and en- 
dea‘oring to mask the movements of their 
forces as much as possible from the pub- 
lic as in actual warfare. 

It is not believed, under Secretary 
Moody’s plan, there will be anything to 
prevent news associations from charter- 
ing vessels of thelr own and Keeping with 
the fleets at sea the best way they mary, 
for this was dene in the late Spanish- 
Amefican war. In the jJate war the great 
press organizations who had correspond- 
ents aboard the fiagships of the fleet. 
Secretary Moody points out that his plan 
will be valuable in bringing to Iigat news 
‘Jeaks.”” for which officers who are found 
responstbie will be reprimanded. and 
proving by practical test how thoroughly 
the forces can elude the vigilant corre- 
spondents and guard against the escape 
of secret information.

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Plan Mas. Been pin Whereby Ev- 
ery Labor Organization in the 
United. States Wil] Be Placed 
. Under Contributien To 
Sustain Struggle. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 3-—A national de- 
fense fund to which aN organized labor 
and the public in general will be asked 
to contribyte is the latest proposition 
placed on foot to help the striking an- 
thracite coal miners if they need assist- 
ance in their struggle for higher wages 
and-a .shorter: work: day. 

Harry White, of New York, secretary 
of the National. Garment Workérs and a 
member of the canciliation committee of 
the" National Civic! Federdtion, held a 
long conference with President Mitchell 
today, during which the plan was approv- 
ed by. the. miners’ chief, and Mr. White 
will at once begin preparations: to carry 
out the’idea. President Mitchell wants it 
understiod, however, that the miners un- 
ion will accept no aid until their own re- 
sources are.éxhausted. Mr. White came 
here authorized by severa) labor organi- 
zations. - 

Mr. White says: 

» “Mer. Mitchell says that before soliciting 
outside support the miners at work must 
set the examples themselves by con- 
tributing a considerable portion of their 
earnings to sustain their. fellow-members 
in the. hard coal fields who are fighting 
their common battle. 

“Efforts wilt also be made to originate 
a movement throughout the country that 
the union and other unions may proceed 
to collect funds when the time is propi- 
tious. Public men will also undertake an 
independent movement and receive sub- 
scriptions from those not connected with 
labor organizations. This movement will 
be inaugurated in New York city and the 


labor organizations and sympathizers in 


all the principal cities of the country 
wiil be called on.to appoint committees 
to carry on similar work. 

“All friendly newspapers will be asked 

to cooperate. The scheme, in brief, con- 
templates the concentration of the energy 
and resources of organized labor in be- 
half of. the miners’ gause, a result which 
has never before beén achievéd., 
'*“It involves the 'raising of a given 
amount of money each weék with which 
provisions and other necessities of life will 
be, purchased. The plan has the approval 
of President Samuel Gompers. 

“The entire plan ‘is contingent upon the 
Indianapolis convertion of mine workers 
voting down a moter fer a general 
strike, as, in that, event, the aid which 
the soft ooal mimers would be able to 
render would be cut off as it would be out 
of the question to try to maintain the vast 
number of people who would. be involvy- 
ed. 

“The operators are counting upon the 
means of the minefs soon. becoming ex- 
hausted and when it is demonstratéd to 
them that the funds will be forthcoming 
to prolong the conetst indefinitely, if 
need be, the situation will be changed 
materially.’ 

Personally, Secretary White disapproves 
of the proposed general suspension order 
as well as of sympathetic strikes in gen- 
eral. 

The Lehigh Valley Coal Company to- 
day succeeded in starting up its Henry 
washery, at Plains. The coal thus far 
taken from the culm banks is not sent to 
market, but is used in the company’s 
boilers, 

Strikers Are Arrested. 

Hazelton, Pa., July 8.—Edward Malloy, 
John Hudock and Stephen Droskick, of 
Oneida, were arrested today and placed 
under bail on the charge of conspiracy 
preferred by Coxe Bros. & Co. The ar- 
résts are the result of the boycott institut- 
ed. against non-union men at Sheppton 
and Oneida. 

Pants Makers Win. 

Baltimore, July 8.—At. today’s meeting 
of the 700 striking pants makers it was 
announced that four of the contractors, 
employing 100 men, had signed an ugree- 
ment to furnish sewing machines and 
other tailoring implements, and that the 
men had returned to work. The strikers 
express confidence that the other em- 
ployers will sign like agreements. 

Carpenters Unions Nos. 9% and 44, 
whieh, with Union No. 29, struck yester- 
day for an jncrease in wages and shorter 
hours on Saturday, decided to return to 
work without enforcing their demands. 


Increase Was Granted. 
Baltimore, July 48 —Boilermakers and 
riveters returned to work today at the 
ship yards of the Spedden Building Com- 
pany after being out since July 2 on a 
strike for an increase in prices for rivet- 
ing. The increase was granted. 
Four Hundred Men Quit. 
Hamilton, Ohio, July 8—At:the Niles 
tool works the four hundred iron mold- 
ers stopped work because a boss dis- 
charged the union shop committee for re- 
questing him. not to employ non-union 
molders.

Oyster Bay, N. Y. July 8.—Montagu 
White, who has been long in this country, 
principally in New York and Washing- 
ton ag the representative of the Boer 
cause, and William E. Curtis, of Wash- 
ington, were the guests today of the 
president and Mrs. Roosevelt at luncheon. 
Mr. White will sail for Europe tomorrow. 

Only ineidental reference was made to 
the late Boer war, but the party discuss- 
ed reciprocity particularly with regard to 
Cuba. The president indicated that he 
felt. concessions to Cuba were due from 
this country and expressed his conviction 
that eventually not only the people of 
the Uniteg States, but congress itself, 
would vindicate the need of Cuban reci- 
procity. He believes that in some form 
reciprocal relations between the United 
States and Cuba will be established at 
the next session of congress.

Given Twenty-Five Years for Killing 
Mrs. Olin Castle. 

Elidorado, Kans., Juiy &.—Jessie Morri- 
son, convieted June 28 of murder in the 
gecond degree for killing Mrs. Olin Cas- 
tle at the latter’s home here in June, 
1900, by cutting her throat with a razor, 
was today sentenced to 25 years in the 
penitentiary.

Minneapolis. 


THOUSANDS. OF DELEGATES 
ARE IN ATTENDANCE 


Today the Real Work of the Conven- 
tion Will Begin—President Spear 
Carried to Hospital Suffer- 
ing from WNervous 
Prostration. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 8.—Minneapolis 
has tonight within her gates 15,000 or 
more delegates to the wNational Bduca- 
tional Association convention. The total 
will approximate the twenty-thousand 
mark when the delegates are all in. The 
meetings yesterday and today were con- 
fined to the national council, the Indian 
department, and the general sessions. 
Tomorrow the real work in detail will 
commence. 

‘The national council devoted its ses- 
sion to a consideration of the social. as- 
pect of education. 

The Indian education section pro- 
grammme included addresses by United 
States Commisioner of Education Harris, 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of the Columbia university, New York, 
and others. 

Mr. Harris talked about the use of 
newspapers in the education of the In- 


dians. 

The directors of the National Educa- 
tional Association met today with an at- 
tendance of fifty. The report of Charles 
Hi. Keyes’ showed receipts of $32,266 and 
disbursements of $29,979, which with last 
year’s balance leaves $8,174 on hand. The 
disbursements include $10,000 transferred 
to the permanent fund for investment. 
The trustees report $98,000 in this fund, of 
which $84,000 is invested in mortgages 
and municipal and school bonds. The 
American Society of Religious Education 
presented a. petition asking to be taken 
into affiliation, but it was laid on the 
table. 

But two names are yet mentioned for 
next president of the association, those 
of President Charles W. Eliot, of Har- 
vard, and Captain James A. Foshay, of 
Los Angeles. The cities in the race for 
the next convention are Boston, Portland,

PRIVILEGES OF ROYAL PEOPLE 


Tid-Bits: When the two countries, 
China and France, were engaged. some 
years ago in delimiting the boundaries 
between the French colony of Tonquin 
and Chinese territory, the European 
commissioners were extremely surprised 
at the anxiety of the celestials to keep 
in their possession a small. range of low 
hills. These seemed to naturally fall 
within the French sphere, but the Chi- 
nese officials offered so good an exchange 
for them that they were permitted to 
keep them. It was not until afterwards 
that the reason was discovered. These 
hills are known to the <hinesé nation as 
the Seten Tea mountains. It is there 
that the tea consumed by the imperial 
court of China Is grown. Every leaf of 
the crop goes direct to Pekin; and no 
inferior person is ‘permitted, under penal- 
ty of death, to use so much as a cupful 
of this perfect produet, 

Very peculiar are. .some of the privi- 
liges appertaining to Asiatic potentates, 
A special brand of tobacco is grown for 
the king of Siam. It is made into cigars 
a foot in length for ‘his special use. It 
is one of the strongest marks of favor 
which King Chulalongkorn can bestow, 
a present ef one of these royal cigars. 
Another of the privileges of this mon- 
arch is to be permitted a first selection 
of the stones from’ the famous Siamese 
sapphire mines. By custom theSe are 
given free, but ag a matter. of..fact he 
pays for all he takes, it 

In Persia it is the exclusive privilege 
of the shah to drivé white horses with 
tails dyed scariet for’6 inches from their 
tips. All through Turkey and other Mo- 
hammedan countries;the horse's tail is 
a symbol of honor. A pasha of three 
9 is the highest in rank next to roy- 
alty. 

In the left tar of Menelik, king of 
Abyssinia, may be seen a diamond soli- 
taire ear ring set with gold. This, has 
two meanings—that the Wearer has k{lled 
an elephant and that he is of. royal 
birth. In Abyssinia none except these 
who can claim blood relation with the 


monarch are permitted to wear gold in- 


any shape or form. This seems a more 
sensible privilege than that formerly ac- 
corded to the ruler of Madagascar. Like 
the Chinese, the péople of Madagascar 
are devoted to kite flying. Even the king 
and queen used Cbs eg 4 to share: ‘in. 
this amusement. Queen Kanavalona, the 
last sovereign, was very fond of it. It 
was the law of the Hovas that no sub- 
ject’s kite should ever be permitted to 
rise to a greater height than that of their 
ruler, and this old privilege was most 
earefully guarded for centuries. 

The privileges of European monarchs 
are comparatively commonplace’ nowa- 
days. Spain, however, retains a: few 
which are rather medieval. For one 
thing, no subject not of noble birth may 
so much as touch the sacred person of 
the king. Some years ago when the lit- 
tle king was running down stairs he 
Slipped and fell, and would certainly 


have been badly hurt, perhaps killed, had.

Yet he-pre- 
fecs to pay for these requisites of every- 
day life. Even iccal rates and taxes 
which our rulers are-specially exempted 
from, are not avoided. The collectors do 
not send denmand notes 0 Buckingham 
palace or Windsor, but a certain lump 
sum is s2nt anriually by the comptroller 
of the household to the represqitative 
of the authorities of the boroughs in 
which the palaces are situated. 

Only. two of the British royal privileges 
are commonly put in practice. ne is the 
settling of disputes or judging 
offerises among the servants of the royal 
household by a private tribunal, the 
board of green cloth; the other, the right 
of not submitting the wills of monarchs 
to probate. No one outside her heirs, and 
one or two Officials, sworn to secrecy, 
knows how the private fortune of our 
late Qugen Victria was disposed of.

Labor Trouble at Chicago 
_ May be Settled by Ar- 
{<< bitration. 


RAILROADS ARE READY 
TO TREAT WITH STRIKERS 


Conference Will Be Held Today and 
. It Is Probable That a Satisfac- 
tory Settlement Will Be 

’ "Reached on Matters 
at Issue. 


Chicago, July 8.—Through the efforts of 
Chairman F. W. Job, of the state arbi- 
tration committee, a series of meetings 
has been arranged for 10 o’clock tomdr- 


row morning between the general man- 
agers of each of the roads and a com- 
mittee of five of the striking freight 
handlers from the same lines. 

‘Chairman Job went to each railroad 
separately and asked the general man- 
ager if he would receive a committee 
of the strikers. In every instance he was 
informed that the committee would be 
réceived if it was understood that it 
came from the employees of the road and 
not from. the Freight Handlers’ Union. 

Then Mr. Job reported to the men his 
success with the railroads and secured 
their consent to the meetings. It was 
arranged that each committee should 
consist of five workers. The conference 
will be held at 10 a. m, These commit- 
tees will not of themselves be empower- 
ed to settle the strike and whatever the 
agreement may he, if any agreement is 
reached at the meeting, it will be re- 
ported back to the officials of the union 
at 2 p. m. for approval and no action 
will be taken until it has the sanction of 
the officers of the union. 

Entering Wedge fcr Settlement. 
Chairman Job said tonight that he 
thought he had inserted the entering 
wedge for the settlement of the strike. 
“The men have all along insisted,” he 
said, ‘‘that they would not meet the man- 


agers unless they were received as mem- 
bers of the. union. The managers have 
said that they would confer with the men 
at any time provided they came as em- 
ployees of the road with a grievance to 
be adjusted. The differences in the de- 
mands of the men and the concessions of 
the roads are so slight that recognition 
of the union is practically the only thing 
at issue. The men show a disposition to 
be less stiff in this respect and I hope 
that we have entered upon the beginning 
of the end.” 

- President Curran, of the freight hand- 
lers, issued the following statement 1to- 
night: 

‘We have offered to submit the issue to 
arbitration. I readily agreed to Mr. Job’s 
suggestion and the ccemmittees will be 
appointed tomorrow morning. The reports 
of these committees will decide the dura- 
tion of the strike. I feel assured, how- 
ever, that the difficulty will be amicably 
adjusted. before tomorrow night.”’ 

Freight Being Handled. 
“OMT Ris afternoon inqutries: from officials 
of. the. various railroads elicited the in- 
‘Weriable. statement that freight of ail 
kinds was being handled with scarcely 
any delay. It was claimed by all tMat 
they had sufficient men to do the work. 

Among the recruits at the Illinois Cen- 
tral was an old man and his three stal- 
wart sons from ‘down. the state.” “I am 
a stockholder in a small way,” said the 
oid man; ‘‘and-as I heard your mey were 
leaving I came up with my three boys.” 
The quartet was put to work by the 
superintendent. During the forenoon one 

Central fruit ware- 
house was fitted with a long table and 
here the men, served by colored waiters, 
‘had their dinner instead of in the cars 
where before they had been served. 

They will sleep in the Pullmans, how- 
ever. President Curran, of the freight 
handlers, said he had been assured of the 
support of the teamsters, but the action 
of this body of men in refusing to in- 
augurate a sympathetic strike has no 
doubt weakened the cause of the freight 
handlers. 

At all the freight houses pickets endeav- 
ored to persuade newcomers from taking 
jobs and sought to jure men away already 
at work. At the Wabash depot but ten 
men were found at work, and at the Mich- 
igan Central and Wisconsin Central, 
where hundreds of men went out, scarce- 
ly any were found at work, 

About 50 per cent of the wholesalers 
reported a curtailment or almost complete 
stoppage of business with outside points, 
while. the remainder said business was go- 
ing forward about as usyal. The team- 
sters formally decided this afternoon not 
to aid in the strike. 

Secretary Hurley, of the teamsters’ 
anion, issued the following: 

The ‘Teamsters’ National Union of 
America, in reply to Jonn C. Lriscoll, 
secretary of the associated teaming in- 
terests, who called upon the officers of the 
Teamsters’ National Union at,2 p. m., 
stated over the signature of the secretary, 
E. L. Turiey, of the Teamstercgy Nation- 
al Union, that under their agreement now 
existing with the team ow§gers of Chi- 
cago they cannot take part in tne present 
strike of the freight handlers, and that 
they are powerless to assist in any man- 
ner in the strike, 

‘The Teamsters’ National Union will 
carry out to the fullest extent the orders 
they receive from their employers ag to 
the handling of freight and delivering of 
same. They cannot afford to violate the 
existing agreements and conditions. 

‘The freight handlers cannot consist- 
ently call upon them for assistance in 
this matter, as without consultation with 
or advice from the Teamsters’ National 
Tnion they called this strike,

THEY ROUT HEAD HUNTERS 


London, July 8.—While Harry De Windt 
has been undergoing tragic experiences in 
Siberia his nephew, Charles Vyner 
Brooke, son of Rajah Brooke, of Sara- 
wak, who mae€ried De Windt's sister, 
has been having“@ terrible time in the 
northern part of Sarawak.

By June 14 the flotilla was reduced to 
forty boats, owing to desertions and ac- 
count of fear of the cholera. By June 19 
over a thousand deaths from cholera had 
occurred and hundreds were ill. 

The remnants of the expedition, how- 
ever, successfully fought the head hunt- 
ers, and, including Mr. Vyner Brooke, re- 
turned safely to Singapore. .

TO MAKE TRADE 


American Financier Makes Pro- 
posal fo British Government 


He Offers To Place All English Ships 
in Combine at the Disposal] of 
the Admiralty for the Next 
Fifty Years. 


London, July 8.—In the house of com- 
mons today the parliamentary secretary 
to the admiralty, H. C. Arnold-Forster, 
confirmed the report that J. P. Morgan 
had offered to place all the British ships 
in the new combine at the disposal of the 
admiralty for the next fifty years, on 
certain terms. He added that the offer 
had not yet been accepted, because it 
could only be dealt with in relation to 
British shipping generally and the At- 
lantic trade position, which was being 
very carefully considered by the gov? 
ernment. 

Lord Brassey, liBeral, initiated a dis- 
cussion on naval matters in the house of 
commons today. He deplored the fact 
that Great Britain had lost the place 
she once held with her merchant ma- 
rine. The question of subsidies, he 
thought, must depéndg on the action of 
the other powers. All the naval powers 
of Europe gave liberal subsidies, while 
President Roosevelt and Former Secre- 
tary Gage had refommended this poll- 
cy. It was contrary to British policy to 
foster industries by bounties, or pro- 
tection, but to pay for a reserve of 
auxiliary vessels would certainly be to 
the public advantage. 

Lord Selbourne, the first lord of the 
admiralty, in reply referred to the At- 
lantic shipping combine. He said it 
seemed to him that the balance was one 
of disadvantage to the combination be- 
cause it necessarily placed very large 
powers in the hands of a few men. The 
government disclaimed any sort of jeal- 
ousy of the intention of the Americans 
here. They had an American marine of 
their own and they had a perfect right 
to a full share of the Atlantic trade. 
It was to British interests they should 
have it. It would not be a British mo- 
nopoly. On the ofher hand, Great Brit- 
ain coulda not afford to see herself squeez- 
ed out of the Atlantic trade. The atti- 
tude of the government, therefore, was 
not one of hostility, but one of anxiety, 
and not until they had formed a final 
opinion of the whole question could they 
wisely or fairly enter into agreements 
with one party or fhe other. The expense 
of a large subsidy policy was 80 insidi- 
ous that the subsidizing of corpora- 
tions must be confined to a limited num- 
ber and for a special and definite pur- 


rn July 9.—The references yester- 
day in parliament to the Morgan ship- 
ping combine has set all the London pa- 
pers again to writing editorials on the 
shipping problem. Satisfaction is unani- 
mously expressed this morning that the 
government is devoting itself to a consid- 
eration of the problem, but considerable 
doubt is expressed whe#ner J. Pierpont 
Morgan could offer to place all the Brit- 
ish ships in the combine at the dis- 
posal of the gdmiraity for the next fifty 


years. Among the varied opinions as to 


| the best methods of meeting the difficul- 


ties is the one advanced by The Stand- 
ard. While objecting to the subsidy sys- 
tem this paper admits that it might be- 
come necessary to provide national funds 
in order to induce ship owners to vuild a 
limited number of valuable vessels which 
otherwise would not be constructed at 


all.

Manila, July 8—The United States 
transport Salamanca, which went ashore 
on the Zambeles coast July 3, having on 
board three companies of the Twenty- 
fifth regiment, was floated and has ar- 
rived here. She is now discharging her 

cargo preparatory to being repaired. 


FLASHES FROM THE CABLE. 


The parliament of Cape Coloney has 
been summoned to meet August 20. 


The summit of the Matterhorn has 
been reached for the first time this sea- 
son by an Englishman and a German. 


Terrific hail storms have caused very 
great damage to the provinces of Lugo, 
Pontevedra and Orense, in Spain. The 
hail fell at Chantada, Lugo province, 
until it was a meter deep. Many people 
were injured and numbers of head of 


cattle were killed. 


The British punitive expedition under 
Colonel Swayne, sent to Somaliland, 
East Africa, against the Mad Mullah, 
reports that the Mullah is indulging in 
wholesale killing of his followers in or- 
der to terrify the rest and put a stop 
to desertions. 


The French cabinet has authorized the 
finance minister, M. Rouvier, to proceed 
with the bill providing for the conversion 
of 3 1-2 per cent rentes into 3 per cents.

DICKINSON WON 


BRITISH CHEERS 


Former Cabinet Officer Ad- 
dresses the Hardwick So- 
ciety in London, 


HE COMPARES ROOSEVELT 
TO SIR PHILIP SYDNEY 


And as He Quoted “Sans Peur et Sans 
Reproche,” His Hearers Broke 
Into Applause—He Also 
Pays Tribute to 
Choate. 


London, July 8.—Speaking at the an- 
nual dinner of the Hardwick Society in 
London tonight Don. M. Dickinson, of 
Detroit, who was counsel for thé United 
States before the internationa] high com- 
mission on the Bering sea claims in 1897, 
referred to Joseph H. Choate, the United 
States ambassador, as a possible candi- 
date for the presidency of the United 
States. 

The company consisted of several hhun- 
dred members of the Engfish bar, lords 
and judges. The earl of Desart. director 
of public prosecutions; Sir Charles Tup- 
per, formerly prime minister of Canada; 
Sir Edward George Clarke, formerly so- 
licitor general: Justice Bartlett, of New 
York; Lord Hardwick, under secretary 
for India, and other members of the 
government, and a number of colonial 
judges, were among the uests. 

Mr. Dickinson took Mr. Choate’s place 
as the guest of honor. He prefaced his 
proposal of a toast to the English bench 
by a tribute to Mr. Choate. 

“Mr. Choate does not belong,”’ said 
Mr. Dickinson, “‘to my party or to my 
government, but it is very near the 
hearts of the American people that 
he shall go from the court of St. James 
to the presidential chair, and I wish 
he may get there.”’ 

Mr. Dickinson eloquently voiced the 
sympathetic joy of the American people 
at the certainty of the recovery of the 
“illustrious and beloved king of Eng- 
land.” - ‘“‘We_ rejoice,’’ continued the 
speaker, ‘‘with you in your joys and sor- 
row with you in your griefs. That feel- 
ing has been expressed by no one more 
truly than by President Roosevelt. who 
is as close to the people of America as 
has been any president in the history 
of the republic.” 

Mr. Dickinson compared President 
Roosevelt, amid the enthusiastic cheers 
of those present, to Sir Philip Sydney, 
“sans peur et sans reproche.”’ 

Dealing with International feeling Mr. 
Dickinson said: 

“We of the United States have long 
since ceased to boast that we alone are 
the champions of liberty.’”’ He cited the 
recent dispatch of Joseph Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, declaring that 
the constitution ef Cape Colony should 
not be suspended, as an instance of Great 
Britain’s love: of liberty. He declared 
that America deeply sympathized with 
Mr. Chamberlain in his recent accident, 
and concluded by saying: 

“Great Britain and the United States

MANY BOATS WERE DESTROYED 


Recent Storm Worked Havoc on the 
Newfoundland Coast. 

St. Johns, N. F., July 8.—Reports con- 
tinue to arrive here of disasters on the 
coast as the result of the recent storm. 
Whittles craft, with five men, was lost 
off Cape St. Mary. Hennessy’s schooner, 
with twenty-five men and two women 
on board, barely escaped floundering in 
Maddox cove. Eighty boats were de- 
stroyed in Puch cove. 

The loss in fish-nets and gear #sus- 
tained by the settlements in the vicinity 
of St. Johns is estimated at $40,000. The 
schooner Lily, with a general cargo, 
ran ashore in Blackhead bay and is a 
total loss. The schooner Jasper has In 
all. likelihood been completely wrecked 
and there have been numerous minor 


disasters.

President of Venezuela Has Arrived 
at Barcelona. 

Willemstad, July 8.—News has reached 
here that General Castro, president of 
Venezuela, arrived at Barcelona, Venez- 
uela, this morning on board the steamer 
Ossun.

- NOT BNCOURAGING 


There Is a Falling Off in North Caro- 
lina frem Last Week. 


NO RAIN AND MUCH SUNSHINE 


Condition, It Is Declared An- 
other Week of Drought Will 
Work Them Serious 


Injury. 


Raleigh, N. C., Suly 8—(Special.)—As 
predicted, the crop report for this state, 
issued today for the week ended last 
night, is not nearly so good as that is- 
sued last week. It says the reports of 
correspondents were not so favorable. 
The characteristic featrwres were the al- 
most complete absence of rainfall, the 
intense heat and glaring sunshine dur- 
aing the latter portion of the week. 

Except in the extreme northeast, where 
showers occurred on the Ist and 65th, 
there was practically no rainfall any- 
where during the entire week. The sun- 
shine was intense and brisk winds dried 
out the soil very rapidly. While crops 
are still generally in good condition and 
early in the week made excellent growth, 
they are now beginning to suffer from 
lack of moisture, and another week of 
drought would certainly cause serious de- 
terioration. 

Corn continued to maintain its excel- 
lent condition, many correspondents re- 
marking ‘““Best for many years,” but to- 
ward the close began to suffer for lack 
of moisture, especially early corn, which 
needs rain to fill out the grain: eariy 
planted corn is gené@trally in silk and tas- 
sel; laying by corn is approaching com- 
pletion even in the extreme west; there 
is considerable complaint of damage by 
chinch bugs. 


Cotton Is in Need of Rain. 


Cotton is not yet suffering materially 
from drought, though showers would ben- 
efit the crop. It has grown considerably 
and appears to be forming squares. Com- 
plaints of damage by lice are unusually 
numerous, though some reports indicate 
that the insects are beginning to disap- 
pear. 

Cutting and curing tobacco has just 
commenced, with some’ good results, 
Showers are much needed for the tobacco 
crop to sécure full growth of upper 
leaves. 

Stacking winter wheat, oats and rye is 
finished. Threshing is fully under way. 
Cutting spring oats is well advanced. 
Sweet potatoes are not doing well and 
the crop will be short, chiefly on account 
of the scarcity of plants. Peanuts are 
doing well. Rice on the lower Cape Fear 
is fine and has received last flow of wa- 
ter. Home grown watermelons are com- 
ing into market. 

General prospects for fruit are disap- 
pointing as compared with the favorable 
outlook earlier in the season. The in- 
tense heat of the last few days has caused 
some premature ripening. Peaches and 
early apples are in market, both of in- 
ferior quality, though peaches are fairly 
abundant. Late apples continue to fall. 

The peach crop at Southern Pines, 
which is the center of the peach grow- 
ing industry in this state, is now in the 
height of the season. About ten car loads 
a week are gofug-nofth. Van Lindley 
is shipping three car loads a week. The 
dry weather has cut the crop short and 
the quality is not as.good as in some 
former years; yet the crop is satisfac- 
tory. Van Lindley’s orchard contains 640 
acres. The next peach growing section 
of importance is at Newport, near the 
coast. The peaches there are the ear- 
liest, and, in fact, are as @arly as the 
Georgia peaches. One of the favorite 
peaches in this state is now the Greens- 
boro. 


RAIN FALLS IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Crops Get First Refreshing Drink in 
Ten Weeks. 

Jackson, Miss., July 8.—A terrific thun- 

der storm, accompanied by heavy rain, 

visited this section of Mississippi this 


afternoon. It brought to 
protracted drought, being the first rain 
to fall here in ten weeks.

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THE ACT OF BREATHING. 


Interesting Statistics Relative to Our 
Inhalations of Air. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: ‘How 
often will a man breathe in a lifetime 
and how much alr do you suppose he will 
breathe during the period of his natural 
Hfe?’”’ asked the young man who has a 
penchant for statistics. ‘“‘When we be- 
gin to figure on the things we are al- 
most inclined to believe that the wind- 
pipe is a very much overworked organ. 
It is generally agreed that an afult un- 
der normal conditions will breathe nine- 
teen or twenty times during each minute, 
and it is estimated that with each respi- 


ration a man wil! inhale about one pint), 
of air. There are 1,440 minutes in a day’s) 


time, or twenty-four hours. Assuming 
that a man will breathe twenty times 
every minute, we find that in twenty-four 
hours he will have breathed 28,800 times. 
In a month’s time, or thirty days, the 
man will have breathed 86,400 times. Al- 
lowing 365 days for a year, we find that 
he will breathe 10,512,000 times in from 
January to January. Take thirty-five 
years as the average length of a man’s 
life, and we will find that a man will 
breathe 367,920,000 times. If he lives to 
be 50 years old he will breathe 525,000,000 
times, and if he touches the ripe old age 
of 100, which often happens, he will have 
breathed 1,051,200,000 times. 

‘‘Now, how much air will he breathe in 
that time? One pint for every respira- 
tion. Roughly speaking, it has been esti- 
mated that under normal conditions an 
adult will breathe about 10,000 quarts of 
air every twenty-four hours, or about 
2,600 gallons. . 

“This is about 300,000 quarts every 
thirty days, and about 3,650,000 every year. 
If a man ‘lives to reach the average 
adopted, 35 years, he will have breathed 
during that time about 127,750,000 quarts 
of air, or about 31,932,500 gallons, which 
is several barrels when you come to 
think of it. Of course 1 have made no 
allowance for many conditions which 
necessarily enter into one’s breathing, 
and hence my results are merely approx- 
imations. There is, for instance, the 
difference between the breathing of the 
adult and the child. When a grown per- 
son wil] breathe nineteen or twenty times 


every minute, a child will breathe any- } 


where from twenty-five or thirty-five 


times. ' 

‘When we consider that one-third, at 
least, of the average life is included in 
the child estimate we can see that the 
total would be much greater than I have 
given it. There are times, too, when un- 
der excitement, or when feverish, or 
when the system is otherwise stimulated 
out of its normal relations, the breath- 
ing is greatly quickened; and so these 
influences would again tend to increase 
the total which I have given, both as to. 
the number of times a person will actual- 
ly breathe in a lifetime and as to the 
quantity of air. But. the figures will 
serve to give you an idea of the assault 
each man makes on the air about him, 
and, 
will convict all of us of being just a lit- 
tle windy. Don’t you think so?”

WATER IS HIGH AT ROCHESTER 


Railroad. Tracks Are Flooded for 
Hundreds of Feet. 


Rochester, N.  Y., July 8—Never has 
such a high stage of water been seen in 
the Genesee river in this city at this 
time of the year.

“I went to Cuba to study the ‘present 
condition of affairs and the prospect for 
& continuation of the sanitary meas- 
ures installed there under the American 
military government. I found Havana in 
an exceedingly healthy condition. Dr. 
Finlay, the medical officer in charge. suc- 
ceeded Dr. Gorgas and is continuing 
his excellent methods. Dr. Finlay is the 
author of the mosquito theory of trans- 
mission of yellow fever and is enthusias- 
tic in his belief. President Palma, upon 
whom I called officially, is heartily in 
accord with the sanitary system as in- 
troduced by the United States, and he 
assured me that every effort would be 
made to co-operate with the sanitary au- 
thorities of this country to protect the 
public health. I also visited Matanzas 
and found the same good conditions pre- 
vailing there.’’

He Was One of the South’s Most Gal- 
lant Soldiers. 

Columbia, 8. C., July 8.—(Special.)—A 
telephone message from Spartanburg 
late last night announced the death of 
Captain Ralph K. Elliott, of this city. 
Captain Elliott was taken to an infir- 
mary in Spartanburg a few days ago 
from Glenn Springs, where he had been 
ill for some time, and in the last few 
days complications set in which made 
his recovery almost impossible. 

Captain Elliott had been in Columbia 
since 1891. Since the fewnding of The 
State he had been connected with its 
business department.

He was appointed by General 
Beauregard to the command of the Guide 
corps of the second military district of 
South Carolina, and assigned to duty at 
General N. G. Evans’ headquarters. La- 
ter he served on the staff of General 
Johnson Hagood as a captain and in- 
spector of outposts. He served to the 
end of the war, disbanding at Chester 
without surrendering.

London Chronicle: Few men at the age 
of 62 would care to emulate the feat of 
John Alcock in walking backward from 
Macclesfield to Buxton—a distance of 12 
miles—under three and a quarter hours.

Se Declares Capt. J. P. Williams, ef. 
Southwest Georgia. 


THE COTTON IS FAR BEHIND 


Throughout That Section, He Says, 
There Are Thousands of Acres 
of Land That Will Not 
Average Each a Bushel 
of Corn.

Savannah, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain J. P. Willlams returned yesterday 
from a trip to southwest Georgia, where 
he spent several days in the interest of 
his firm and looking over his railway, 
the Georgia, Florida and Alabama. He 
noted conditions carefully during his 
stay, and the reports he brings back of 
crops are not encouraging. 

“In southwest Georgia,” said Mr. Wil- 
iams, “the corn crops are the poorest 
I ever saw. Throughout the section I 
know that there must be thousands of 
acres'that will not yield a bushel to the 
acre. Besides being very poor I should 
say that the cotton crop is at least W 
or 40 per cent behind what it was last 
year at this time. For the lack of rain 
both corn and cotton are literally burned * 
up, and I think the crops present the 
most distressing sight I have witnessed 
for years. 

“There is no hope for the corn crop 
to recuperate from the fearful ravages of 
the drought, as it is now made, and I 
believe,- on the whole, it witl show up 
at least 40 per cent short. Everywhere 
I went I found the farmers very blue, for 


of making any sort of a crop now. 
Among the counties I visited were Mil- 
ler, Randolph, “Early, Stewart, Clay, 
Terrell and Sumter. From here to Ten- 
nille, along the Central, the crops are 
good, but from Macon éown through 
Houston county and along the line of 
the Southwestern railway they are as 
poor as I ever saw. I am not @ pessi- 
mist, and I do not see things darkly, 
as a rule, but in this case there is nc 
other way for me to see them. ”

Better Grammar School Teaching 

The more the plan of reforming the 
teaching in the higher grades of the 
grammar school, by having one teach- 
er only for each subject and the 
classes in each subject reciting to 
that one teacher in their order, is dis- 
cussed the more warmly it is approved 
by leading educators. 

It is claimed that better teaching 
will be had from those to whom the 
several subjects are assigned because 
they will better prepare themselves in 
that subject than when they must 
daily handle lessons in six to a dozen 
different subject matters. By this plan 
well-equipped expert teachers will be 
| supplied to each school and those who 
| are thus chosen will feel the enthusi- 
|asm of professional dignity and duty. 

Another advantage from the rota- 
tion of the classes is found in the con- 
tact of the pupils with half dozen or 
more teaching personalities daily and 
thus getting to them the benefit of va- 
riety of personal influence, ‘informa- 
tion and encouragement. It is reason- 
ably contended that the effects of this 
varied personal contact will be of 
great stimulative value to the pupils. 

The great mass of our public school 
pupils finish tneir book education with 
the grammar school. They do not go 
into the high schools, but into trades 
and other employments. These would 
find themselves better equipped: for 
life labors if, in the latter grades of 
their school attendance, they had been 
given the closer and better teaching 
that will surely ootain under the de- 
partmental plan. 

To those who do go to the high 
school there will be also a great ad- 
vantage in that the transition from the 
one mode of study und recitation to 
the other will not be so zharp. As the 
system now is many pupils abandon 
the high school in thejr first year be- 
cause of the change of methods and 
the difficulty of adopting themselves 
to the change satisfactorily. The new 
plan of teaching the higher grammar 
grades in the high school fashion 
would destroy that objection to the 
latter. 

The new plan is to be given very 
thorough trial in New York and other 


) eastern cities and we would think it 


deserving of the attention and trial of 
our school authorities in such south- 
ern cities as Atlanta, Nashville and 
New Orleans.

ATLANTA’S WAR DAYS 
FORTY YEARS AGO 


SIXTH ARTICLE. 

In 1862 many wealthy refugees came 
here from the states invaded by the ene- 
my, and their influence was soon felt 
in Atlanta's society and business cir- 
cles. The majority of the newcomers 
hailed from Tennessee, and then, as 
now, they ranked among our most enter- 
prising and useful citizens. 

J. J. Toon, one of these Tennesseeans, 
bought the Franklin Printing House 
and conducted a large book and job 
printing business. Among the publica- 
tions of this house, before and after Mr. 


4 Toon purchased it, was a very remark- 


able school geography. 

This little book contained some very 
curious and interesting statements, and 
the children who studied it learned that 
the north was a. bleak, sterile country. 
The yankees who inhabited the northern 
states were described as a low, sordid 
class of people, mudsills, us®ful only as 
laborers and mechanics—without genius, 
nobility of character, real culture or any 
of the virtues that distinguish a brave, 
high-minded nation. 

The south was pictured as the garden 
soot of the world, inhabited by the 
knightly descendants of the cavaliers 
and Huguenots—people of noble and 
even royal blood—a genuine aristocracy 
born to -rule, noted for statesmanship 
and chivalry—the founders of a model re- 
public, based on that biessed institution, 


slavery. Pe 


When copies of this confederate geogra- 
phy found their way through the lines 
there was a big racket over it in the 
northern newspapers, and long after the 
war the book was in demand at a fancy 
price, 

It was published when John H. Rice 
was one of the owners of the Franklin, 
and when he was a candidate for office 
in Kansas, about twenty years ago, his 
politica] opponents sent to Atlanta for 
a copy of the work, and used it against 
him with great effect. : 

An equally notable school book of those 
days was a confederate arithmetic, pub- 
lished in North Carolina or Virginia. 

In this valuable little book there were 
such questions as the following: 

“A yankee company of 87 men went 
into battle. Twenty-two were killed, 36 
were taken prisoners, and 15 deserted. 
How many were left?’’ ts 

‘“‘A yankee regiment lost 446 men by de- 
sertion. Several squads of ignorant for- 
eigners were paid large bounties to en- 
list, and the regiment received at one 
time 1223 men, at another 97, and later 118. 
How many more were needed to fill the 
places of the deserters?’ 

‘A yankee soldier who had robbed a 
southern farmer of a dozen chickens 
was chased by the owner, and in his 
fright he dropped two, when crossing 2 
stream, three when getting over a fence, 
and five when he heard the report of the 
farmer’s pistol., How. many chickens did 
he carry to camp?’ 

Webster’s Spelling Book was reprinted 
by Burke, the Macon bookseller. The 
Franklin published ‘‘A Child’s Primer,” 
a religious book by Rev. Dr. Quintard, 
and various other works. 

Most of the new books and magazines 
sold in Atlanta at that time came from 
the great publishing house of West & 
Johnson in Richmond. The Richmond 
dailies were sold here, and after two 
years of hot warfare there was as much 
talk about literature in some circles here 
as there is today. | 


What has been said in these articles 
about the depreciation of confederate 
currency should not lead my readers to 
suppose that it was worthless in 1862, or 
that our people were not anxious to get 
a good share of it. 

Our manufacturers were busy and our 
merchants were active in buying out 
country stores and moving the stocks to 
Atlanta. Their rule when they pur- 
chased goods, and offeréd them for sale, 
was to double the cost price. When they 
heard of several confederate victories 
they did not change their figures, but 
when the news from the front was dis- 
couraging they raised their prices about 
25 per cent. 

Some merchants did not care to sell 
valuable articles that would keep well. 
These were kept out of sight as much as 
possible, 

When the conscript officers began to 
pick up able-bodied citizens, there was 
quite a panic among union men and 
others who did not want to shoulder 
their muskets. Hundreds obtained ex- 
emptions in a mysterious way;- sgores 
joined the fire companies; many went to 
work in the factories, and dozens went 
north in disguise, or traveled at night 
through the mountains, 

Others owned as many as twenty ne- 
groes and they were exempt. The gam- 
blers and speculators managed to avoid 
military service. 

We had many wealthy men here who 
conducted enterprises which were of 
great service tg the confederacy, though 
some of these Gitizens were union sympa- 
thizers. William Markham was the 
wealthiest man in Atlanta shortly before 
the war, and he remained one of the 
richest throughout the struggle, until 
Sherman destroyed most of his property 
after the siege. 

Richard Peters, Ed Holland, Lewis 
Scofield; W. M, Lowry, Dr. Angier, Jon- 
athan Norcross, Frank P. Rice, John H. 
James, John Collier, E. E. Rawson, 
James M. Calhoun, Clark Howell, George 
W. Adair, Sidney Root, L. P. Grant, 
McNaught, Ormgnd and Scrutchins, the 
Connallys, John Ryan, Alfred Austell, 
A. W. Mitchell, Dr. Joseph Thompson, 
Judge J. I. Whitaker, B. C. Yancey, the 
Jack brothers, W. P. Inman, W. F. 
Herring, Mr. Winship and many others 
had large fortunes for that period, but 
not one of them was worth as much as a 
quarter of a million on a gold basis. 
The millionaire did not come on deck 
until after the war. 


Some of the men mentioned in the fore- 
oing paragraph were unionists, but 
hey stood by their friends and neigh- 
them. Even 
those who went north during the war 
took no active part against the confed- 
eracy. 

Many of our wealthy citizens bought nu- 
merous plantations and farms, from time 
to time. Some bought cotton and tobacco 
and concealed it. 
‘property, and hundreds of men and 
women turned their confederate money 
‘into gold and gregnbacks, and buried 
their treasure. 

One of our richest merchants sent his 
young son to Cuba to save him’ from 
conscription. The boy reached Havana 
and died of yellow fever in a few weeks. 
One son remained. He was in the army, 
and his father bought a substitute for 
him. The young man came home and 
died of typhoid fever in a short time. 

R. H. Richards, then a resident of La- 
Grange, with a half interest in the Mc- 
Pherson book store in this city, pur- 
chased a large quantity of cotton, con- 
cealed it in a safe place, and sold it for 
a fortune after the Surrender. 


After Atlanta was placed under mar- 
tia] law, In 1862, the editors of our daily 
hewspapers had to be very cautious in 
publishing news, and in commenting 
upon military movements, and the policy 
of the confederate government. 

This was so, north as well as south, 
as it was not safe to permit an editor 
to give aid and comfort to the enemy. 
Some newspapers, to the very last, had 
eldpring accounts of our victories; predic- 
ti of the suctess of the southern 
cause, and dispatches and letters an- 
noyincing the interference in our behalf 
of} England, France and other powers. —

BARTLETT CHOSEN 
FOR FIFTH TERM 


Demecratic Convention of the Sixth 
Held in Macon. 


THE CHOICE IS UNANIMOUS 


After His Nomination the Congress- 
man Is Escorted to the Meeting 
and Makes Ringing Speech 
on Lines of the Party 

| Platform. 


Macon, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—The dem- 
ocratic convention of the sixth congres- 
sional district met in the superior court 
room at Macon at noon today for the 
purpose of renominating Hon. C. L. Bart- 
lett, of Bibb, for his fifth term in con- 
gress. He was chosen without opposition 
in the district primary on June 5 as the 
democratic standard bearer, and having 
received 11,225 votes, being all the ballots 
that were cast for congressman. 

The following ten counties compose the 
sixth district: Baldwin, Bibb, Butts, Fay- 
ette, Henry, Jones, Monroe, Pike, Spald- 
ing and Upson. All of these counties were 
represented by large delegations in the 
convention today. It was one of the most 
largely attended conventions in the his- 
tory of the sixth district, and the attend- 
ance was very complimentary to Con- 
gressman Bartlett, as there was no con- 
test of any character to lend excitement 
to the occasion. 

The convention was-called to order by 
Hon. Rufus W. Roberts, of Baldwin, 
chairman of the district executive com- 
mittee. On motion of Hon. Judson M. 
Strickland, of Spalding, Hon. W. A. Wor- 
sham, of Monroe, the nominee for state 
senator from the Macon district, was 
chosen temporary chairman.

The com- 
mittee reported Hon. Rufus W. Roberts, 
of Baldwin, for permanent chairman, and 
the temporary secretaries for permanent 
secretaries. 

A Tribute to Bartlett. 

Amid much applause Mr. Roberts as- 
sumed the chair as permanent chairman. 
He - delivered a very eloquent address, 
in which he paid high tribute to Congress- 
man Bartlett as a democrat able to meet 
the republican enemy in. congress and re- 
pulse their attacks, and who would al- 
ways be found fighting against iniquitous 
trusts, imperialism, a colonial form of 
government, and would ever maintain the 
honor of the south. 

A platform committee, Hon, W. Y. Allen, 
of Upson, chairman, was appointed and 
reported a ringing platform which was 
enthusiastically and unanimously adopt- 
ed.

YARN MILLS TO CURTAIL SOON. 


Dull Market and High Cotton Are 
the Causes. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 8.—(Special.)—A 
curtailment of from 30 to 4 per cent of 
the output of the yarn mills of this sec- 
tion is predicted during the next few 
weeks. It is understood that several 
mills at Charlotte will close down en- 
tirely and many others will probably take 
similar action or run on short time until 
the market improves. The mills still have 
on hand a smal} amount of cotton which 
they have not worked up, but as soon as 
this is disposed of the step will be taken. 

This movement is not the result of tha 
decision of any organization, but is the 
voluntary action of the individual mill 
owners. The state of the market for 
years, which igs now very dull, with 
prices on a losing basis, and the fact that 
the mills are out of cotton and cannot 
get anything but cotton above strict mid- 
dling for use, accounts for the movement 
to curtail. 

The grades of cotton between good and 
strict middling are about sold out and 
the mills, if they run at all, will have to 
purchase cotton above strict middling, 
which will cost about three-sixteenths of 
a cent more than the grades usually used 
for manufacturing yarns. In fact, the 
mills claim that there is no money in 
yarns at present prices, and for that rea- 
son curtailment is necessary for a few 
months, or until] the yarn market shall 
advance, 


A FIGHT FOR OPEN SALOONS. 


Town Extends ‘Its Limits To Comply 
with the Law. 


Jackson, Miss., July 8.—(Special.)—At 
the last session of the Mississippi legis- 
lature a bill was pa forbidding open 
saloons in towns of fesg than 500 p¢puia- 
tion without day and night police pro- 
tection.

COMBINATION MAY BE MADE 


Ordinaries Willing To Join Forces 
with the Clerks and Sheriffs.

A handsome new building, costing ap- 
proximately $25,000, will soon occupy the 
site of the old Lynch building at the 
southern end of the viaduct. This build- 
ing will serve to greatly increase the 
beauty of this most pyominent of At- 
lanta’s thoroughYares. 

Some days ago Harry Silverman se- 
cured the lease of H. B&B. Kahn & Co. 
on the Lynch building at the corner of 
Whitehall and Alabama streets, and is 
now contemplating tearing down .the 
present structure anf erecting a hand- 
some two-story building in keeping with 
the site. 

Architect Willis F. Denny is now at 
work on preliminary drawings which 
will be completed in the course of a few 
days. Until these drawings are com- 
pleted little tdea of. the building cam be 
given, as Mr. Silverman has left the | 
entire matter in Mr. Denny’s hands and 
he’ will doubtless formulate several dif- 
ferent plans before one is accepted. 

The Lynch building fronts 35 feet on 
the viaduct and runs back 150 feet. The 
new building will be two or three sto- 
ries high and will cost about $25,000. The 
lower floor will be used for store pur- 
poses and, it is- said, will be one of the 
most handsomely fitted up in the south. 
The architect has beey given carte 
blanche on the decorations and no money 
will be spared on the decorations and 
fixtures. The second story of the byild- 
ing will doubtless be used for a modern 
cafe, although this latter feature has 
not been definitely decided on. 

Work will be begun on the new build- 
ing by September 1 and it will be rush- 
ed forward to a rapid completion. 

Will Add to the Viaduct. 

The old Lynch corner has been the 
only drawback to the beauty of the via- 
duct. It is one of the few old buildings 
which remain, and in comparison with 
the handsome and lofty buildings in the 
immediate vicinity has been an eyesote. 
With the erection of the new structure 
the viaduct will present one of the most 
splendid appearances of any block in the 
country. 

In speaking of the matter last night 
Mr. Silverman said: 

“It has always been my ambition to 
have the handsomest store in the United 
States, and I think I can safely predict 
that the one I now have in contempla- 
tion will come up to the very best there 
is to be found in the country.”

[WEATHER TALKED 


BY WEATHER MAN 


Mr. Marbury Says Present Heated 
Spell Breaks All Recerds. 


YET ATLANTA IS NOT SO HOT 


When Compared with Other Places 
Atlanta Shows Up Cooler—Much 
Relished Rain Fell Yester- 
day Afternoon—Highest 
Temperature Was 95. 


he felt like a stewed owl, and from the 
adjoining rooms ‘where his clerks were at 
work came a chorus of ‘‘dittos.”’ 

The reporter who fralled to inquire 
about the health of the weather man and 
to discuss the all-absorbing topic, imme- 
diately asked himself the question, 
‘Well, if the weather man can’t keep 
cool, what Are the rest of us to do?’ 

“Yes,”’ continued Mr. Marbury, ‘“‘this 
continuous spell of hot weather breaks all 
records. It is customary for us to have 
hot weather this time of the year, but it 
is ugually interspersed with an occasional 
cool, refreshing day. During the past 
few weeks, however, the thermometer 
has ranged between 93 and 98, and that is’ 
hot weather for Atlanta. You know the 
highest {tf has ever gone in Atlanta, ac- 
cording to the official record, is 100, and 
when it continuously hovers around 98 
Atlantans begin to get hot in the collar. 

“If it were not for these cool nights, I 
don’t know what we would do. But as it 
is the nights are cool and we can get 
some rest, so that we usually feel fresh 
and vigorous for the day’s work. When 
we really suffer from the heat is when 
the nights are so hot that we cannot 
rest, and consequently feel weary and 
irritated in the morning. 

May Be Thunder Showers. 
“What is the prospect for rain?’ 
“Nothing that would indicate a gen- 

eral rain, but the conditions are good 
for a local thunder shower at any time. 

“Do you see that cloud?’’ pointing to- 
ward the mountains of north Georgta. 
“Well, in all probability we will. get 
some rain here in Atlanta from that in a 
short while.”’ 

And he was correct in his prediction, 
for in less than an hour the blessed, re- 
freshing, cooling and invigorating drops 
that were welcomed by man and beast, 
and even the inanimate things, came 
pattering down. In about half an hour 
Atlanta: looked fresher and her citizens 
moved with a still more elastic step. 

Atlantans really have very little ex- 
cuse to complain at the weather, Mr. 
Marbury says, for all round others are 
suffering more from the heat than here. 


Some Really Warm Spots. 

On Monday at eight of the fourteen sta- 
tions in the Atlanta district of the 
weather bureau, the thermometer regis- 
tered 100 degrees and above, in some 
Places going as high as 103. Columbus 
enjoyed 100, Macon 100, Griffin 102, Mon- 
ticello 108, Newnan 102, Rome 103,.

Important Meeting Held at Trinity ’ 


Church Yesterday. 


COLLEGE IN GOOD CONDITION 


Furnishes an Education at Cost of 
$81 a Year—Important Im- 
provements Are Made. 


The trustees of Young Harris college 
met in Trinity church yesterday morning. 
Rev. M. J. Cofer presided. Nearly all 
the trustees were present, and the meet- 
ing was a very interesting one. 

The report of President Sharp showed 
that the past year has been an unusually 
prosperous one for the institution. The 
new building contains eight recitation 
rooms and an a#iitorium with a seating 
capacity of 1,100. There are 337 stugents in 
attendance, of which number twenty-one 
young men are studying for the minis- 
try. Although the last year was very 
prosperous, President Sharp said that 
next year wouja, in fal probability, 
eclipse the preceding one every way. 

The following committee was appointed 
to establish an industrial department of 
the school: Rev. M. J. Cofer, Colonel W. 
L. Peel, Dr. W. F. Quiliian, T. A. Gram- 
ling, Rev. 8. B. Ledbetter, President J. 
A. Sharp and Genera! C. A. Evans. The 
college has jong been in need of such @ 
department, and, with the above named 
gentlemen to prosecute the project, it is 
now a success, 

The trustees directed the executive com- 
mittee to raise $s00 during the year for 
increased current expenses. President 
Sharp and nearly al] the present facuity 
were reelected.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, July 8.—The weather bureau’s 
ow summary of crop conditions is as fol- 
Ows: 

The northern part of the country east of 
the Rocky mountains suffered from low tem- 
perature during the last half of June, and 
have, with the exception of New England, 
experienced more favorable temperatures. 
The Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys, 
lake regions, middle Atlantic states and New 
England have received abundant rains, which 
proved unfavorable in the Missouri and upper 
Mississippi valleys and portions of the lake 
region and middle Atlantic states. Drought 
continues with increasing severity over parts 
of central and east gulf districts, and rain is 
much needed in the south Atlantic states, 
where the week has been unusually warm, 
with showers over limited areas only. Texas 
has experienced a week of very favorable 
temperature, with scattered showers and more 
than usual cloudiness, conditions favorable to 
the conservation of abundant rainfall of the 
previous week. The Rocky mountain plateau 
and north Pacific coagt districts have ex- 
perienced a week of remarkably low tempera- 
tures, with unusual precipitation, much in 
the form of snow, in the northern districts 
and general frosts amd freezing temperatures 
in Nevada and Utah. On the north Pacific 
coast the week was too cool and wet, but. in 
rege conditions were generally favor- 

e. 

CORN—There has been a general improve- 
ment in the condition in corn throughout the 
central valleys, and the outlook for this crop 
in the corn states is encouraging, although 
in the states of the Missouri valley it has 
suffered considerably from lack of cultiva- 
tion due to excessive’ moisture. Kansas 
the:bulk of. the crog fs laid by am much {is 
silking and earing. In Nebraska corn is 
rather small, but is growing nicely, although 
needing cultivation. Three-fourths of the crop 
in Iowa is well cultivated and in normal con- 
dition. In Tennessee, Missouri, the Ohio val- 
ley and the lake region ‘the general outlook 
is excellent. In the soythern states a very 
poor crop is indicated, and in portions of the 
central gulf districts the early planted is in- 
jured beyond recovery. 

WINTER WHEAT—The harvesting of win- 
ter wheat is now practically finished in the 
states of the lower Missouri valley. Harvest- 
ing has continued in the Ohio valley under 
generally favorable conditions; is practically 
finished over the southern portion of the mid- 
dle Atlantic etates and has begun in the lake 
region. On the north Pacific coast harvest 
will be tater than usual, but the general out- 
look continues favorable. \Harvesting con- 
tinues under favorable conditions in Cali- 
fornia. 

SPRING WHEAT—The outlook for 
wheat is generally very promising, 

OATS—Harvesting of oats is in progress in 
the lower Missouri valley, Tennessee and mid- 
dle ‘Atlentic states, and the crop is ripening 
in the Ohio valley, good yields being reported. 
In the Missouri and Ohio valleys and upper 
lake region the general condition of the crop 
is promising. 

COTTON—With showers over local areas only 
and very high temperatures the cotton crop 
over much the greater portion of the central 
and eastern districts of the cotton belt has 
materiahy deterforated, especially over the 
southern portion of the district named, al- 
though, considering the size of the plant, it is 
fruiting well and is generally clean. In Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory the crop continues in promis- 
ing condition, although it is needing cultiva- 
tion and making too much weed in portions 
of Arkansas. In Texas cotton shows further 
improvement, and is making good, healthy 
growth, except in the southwestern and north- 
western counties, where it is at a standstill. 
Where the plant is small ft ts spreading nicely 
and frufting satisfactorily, and but few re- 
ports of shedding and boll weevil are received. 

TOBACCO—Tobacco has made very favorable 
progress, except in.the Carolinas and Florida, 
where it is badly in need of rain. 

APPLES—lIn Michigan, New York and New 
England apples continue promising and further 
improvement is reported from Kansas d 
Oklahoma; elsewhere a very inferior crops 
indicated. 

PEACHES—Except in Minnesota and Michi- 
gan peaches are scarce. 

HAY—A good crop of hay is being secure.i 
in the states of the Missouri and central Mis- 
sissippi vahieys, but in the upper Ohio valley 
and middle Atlantic states the crop is gen- 
erally light. Haying has been interrupted by 
rains in New York and New England and also 
in Montana, Idaho, Washington and Oregon.

CHARTER MUST BE 
RESULT OF HARMONY 


Captain Hewell Talks About Werk of 
Special Committee. 


CRITICISM IS LEGITIMATE 


Members of Council Will Read and 
Study the Report in the Effort 
To Finally Secure for At- 
lanta the Best Charter 
Possible. 


Captain Evan P. Howell, councilman 
from the seventh ward, chairman of the 
special committee of council appointed 
on Monday to review the work of the 
charter revision committee, was asked 
yesterday for a statement concerning the 
work of the committee. In reply he said: 

“Instead of there being any intention 
on the part of the council to create any 
dissension between the charter revision 
committee and the council, it is the 
earnest desire of the council, and certain- 
ly of myself, that there shall be no fric- 
tion whatsoever and that such’ charter 
legislation as is enacted by the legislature 
shall be as the result of the harmonious 
and united action of both the council and 
the commission. 

“At Monday’s meeting of the council] I 
moved that the commission’s report be 
referred to a special committee of nine 
and I specifically asked to be relieved 
from serving on the committee. I thought 
it best that none of the council membe2rs 
who are members of the committee of 
forty-nine should serve on the council 
committee appointed to review the com- 
mission's work. Over my protest, how- 
ever, the council made me as chairman 
cf the committee and it is, of course, my 
duty to act accordingly. 

Will Work for Harmony. 

“IT am sure that the council committee 
will undertake its work with the view of 
doing everything possible to secure har- 
monioug action. When we go over the re- 
port of the charter commission so much 
of it as is approved by the council com- 
mittee and by the council can be laid 
aside as being unanimously agreed upon 
and the legislature will no doubt act ac- 
cordingly. To such parts of the com- 
mission’g report as the city council dis- 
agrees we will ask that the charter com- 
mission appoint a committee on confer- 
ence to meet a similar committee from 
the council committee, with the view of 
undertaking to arrive at a satisfactory 
agreement as to the parts of the report 
on which we may difter. These disagree- 
ments can be harmonized by mutual con- 
cessions, or by modifications which may 
be satisfactory all around. Then che 
parts so agreed upon can be laid aside 
with the other parts already accepted as 
satisfactory. After thig has been done it 
may perhaps be found that there may be 
still a few features in the report which 
the charter commission wil] not sur- 
render, and to which the council will not 
agree. if this shuuld come to pass then 
it seemg to me a very clear way out of 
the disagreement will be to submit only 
such features as are under disagreement 
to the people, the council submitting its 
substitute propositions and the charter 
commission suomitting tne features of 
jts report under drsagreement. in this 


| way only the points of difference will. be 


submitted and we can Very easily ascer- 
tuin the verdict of the peuple, ‘ine legis- 
jature will meet in Uctover and such rea- 
tures a8 are to be voted upon Can be sub- 
mitted to the people in tne regular cily 
eiectlon Which takes place eariy in De- 
cember. 
The Right To Criticise. 


“There geems to be a disposition on the 
part of some to asSume tnat the whoie 
work of the committee of forty-nine is 
perfect and that nobody has a right to 
criticise. 1 claim that every citizen has a 
right to express his opinion on any fea- 
ture of the report to which he objects. 
Personally, the report as a whole strikes 
me very tavorably. 1 think it contains 
many valuabie suggestions. ‘there are 
one or twe things in it, however, that I 
do not like. 1 am not in favor of creat- 
ing two more wards at this time, uniess 
we extend the city limits, It will create 
confusion and have a tendency to prevent 
the extension of the city lhmits. There 
is another teature of the report which, :f 
1 understand it correctiy, needs material 
modification. I refer to the apparent pur- 
pose of the commission's report to enable 
all the city boards it creates to appropri- 
ate money ‘or the use of the respective 
boards, without any regard whatsoever 
to the action of the council. I am op- 
posed to'such a plan. If we had increased 
our appropriations beginning the first of 
the year to the amounts of the estimates 
made by the boards we would not have 
had any for public improvements, such 
as a city growing like Atlanta constantly 
requires. ‘the city council must provide 
the money to meet all appropriations and 
it must say how much it can afford to 
give to each board. 

“This, with perhaps a few other 
changes, are all 1 have to suggest at this 
time, but | would be glad to hear from 
any one who has any views to offer. 

“I think that a careful review by the 
council will help, instead of hurt, the 
work of the charter commission. Perhaps 
there may be some features in the re- 
port which even the commission itself 
would upon reflection like to change. If 
there are any features in the report that 
should not be there we will surely bring 
them to the front. 


Good Men on Committee. 


““T have the highest esteem for the men 
who compose the charter revision com- 
mittee. They are among our best citi- 
zens and many of them are my close per- 
sonal friends. I did not want to serve 
on the commission when it was first ap- 
pointed. I objected, as much of my time 
was being taken up with council business, 
There were men on the commission, how- 
ever, willing to undertake the responsibili- 
ty of the revision and, as far as I was 
concerned, I was perfectly willing to 
have them do it. 

‘*‘We wil] go over the work of the com- 
mission carefully, making no captious ob- 
jections and making only such recom- 
mendations as, in our judgment, seem 
wise. 

“Atlanta never had a more honest, or 
more conscientious city council than at 
present. It is composed of men who are 
trying to do their duty. They may some- 
times differ as to how certain questions 
should be settled, but they want to do 
the right thing and nothing else. 

“Each member of the council commit- 
tee will read and study the report made 
by the revision commission. After a 
while the council committee will be cail- 
ed together and will take up the charter 
report, section by section, acting upon 
it only after full discussion. We will no 
doubt ask for one or perhaps more con- 
ferences between the two bodies and we 
will, in due time, report our action back 
to council, We have from now until the 
middie of October to complete our work. 
Each member of the committee as well 
as of the council is under oath to Jo 
what is best for the city and if there ‘gs 
any failure in this instance it will be the 
first that has come under my observation 
this year, and we have settled some very 


important questions since January L”

it was her father left home, but when 
pressed to do so by Adjutant General 
Robertson she said he had killed a man 
as the result of some quarrel, went 
away and was never afterwards heard 
from. She is confident from the infor- 
mation that has been received that the 
Charles Hill who died at Groton, S. 
Dak., was her father. 

Adjutant General Robertson yesterday 
wrote Attorney Ashley these facts, say- 
ing if she could prove her claim she 
would undoubtedly be entitled to the 
entire estate’ . 

A Taik with Miss Hill. 

Miss Hill is a young lady of medium 
height, with a neat, trim figure. She has 
a pair of sparkling gray eyes, clear-cut 
She is 
bright, intelligent and interesting, and 
when seen yesterday at her home, No. 60 
South Jackson street, said: 

“T do want you to say just as little 
about this matter as possible. If it were 
positively settled and I knew that I would 
establish my claim and prove that the 
man was my father I would not mind. I 
am absolutely certain that this was my 
father, for I have often heard my aunt, 
with whom I lived after my mother’s 
‘death, speak of my father and say that 
his name was Charles Hill. 

‘“‘My father left home before I was born 
and my mother died when I was 3 weeks 
old, and I lived with my aunt in Ameri- 
cus all my life, till two years ago, when 
she died and I moved to Atlanta. 

“But, please say just as little about it 
all as possible untfl after it is all set- 
tled. , 

“Yes; I. expect to make my home in 
Atanta if I establish my claim or if I 
do not, for I like’ to ive here. 

“I do not know what I shall do with 
the money; in fact, I.do not care. so much 
about that. What i want to know posi- 
tively is that this was my father. I am 
so anxious to see the picture of him, for 
I know it was my ‘father. 

“No; I have never known either a fath- 
er’s or a mother’s love, but I had the 
sweetest, loveliest aunt. She was so good 
to me. 

“Of course, I expect to continue work- 
ing where I now am until the matter ! 
settled.’’ 

Money All in Cash. 

When Hill died at Groton $2000 in 
cash was found on his person and he 
had a key in his pocket which unlocked 
a safety deposit vault containing $142,- 
000 more in gold and currency. The mon- 
ey was taken In charge by the public 
administrator and the search began. 

Papers in his possession seemed to In- 
dicate that Hill had spent a number of 
years in Australia, where it was thought 
he made his money, and that he served 
with some Georgia regiment during’ the 
civil war. This led to inquiry about 
him here, but nothing was learned as to 
his identity from the records of Geor- 
gia’s soldiers, which are in bad shape 
and greatly in need of attention. Hill 
stated just before his death that he had 
no living relatives that he knew of. The 
publication in The Constitution, how- 
ever, anpears to have cleared the matter 
up. Yesterday the adjutant general re- 
ceived the following letter from Attor- 
ney Ashley with regard to the matter: 

Groton, S. D.. July 5. 1902. 

Genera] J. W. Robertson, Atlanta, Ga.: 

Dear General: I received your kind ac- 
knowledgement of my letter to you, conveying 
the fact of its publication, and am pleased to 
be able to say to you.that by means of its 
publication I am satisfied that the heirs sought 
for are located at Americus. 

They had already instituted investigations, 
and the proofs they had secured. coupled 
with the evidence I already had, especially the 
photograph of decedent, enables me to feel al- 
most positive they are the right claimants. 

A few days will determine the matter be- 
yond a doubt. In behalf of those people and 
for my own satisfaction I extend, you our 
united and very best wishes for your happy 


future. Always yours, 
WILLIAM ASHLEY. 


Since the receipt of the foregoing let- 
ter Adjutant. General Robertson has 
written Mr. Ashley with reference to 
Miss Hill, and in his opinion the fortune 
will go to her. The final settlement of 
the matter will be awaited with a great 
deal of interest. 


FISHERMEN FIND A FLOATER. 


Body Believed To Be That of P. A. 
Tatum, of Birmingham. 
Selma, Ala., July 8.—(Special.)—Two ne- 
gro fishermen picked up a body today 
floating in the Alabama river below Sel- 
ma. The sheriff was notified and, after 
taking charge of the body, which was 
much decomposed, found articles in the 
clothing tending to establish the identity 

of P. A. Tatum, of Birmingham, 

Mr. Tatum lived here for a long time, 
until he moved six years ago to Bir- 
mingham. He came here last Friday on 
a visit, it being his first since he moved 
away. 

He remarked to friends Saturday night 
that he believed he would walk to the 
river in order to enjoy the cooler atmos- 
phere there. He was not seen after that 
time. The identification of the body is 
believed to be complete. He appeared in 
the best of spirits when last seen, and the 
theory of accidental drowning is general- 
ly accepted.

On this account there 
was a disposition in many circles to take 
profits when offered. A rather bullish con- 
struction was placed on the weekly weather 
bureau crop report, though in Texas condi- 
tions were said to be improving. The late mar- 
ket as a whole was rather narrow, with the 
traders on both sides of the account inclined 
to hold off for fresh developments.

New York, July 8.—The market has been 
very dull during the forenoon.

London, July 8.—The cotton crisis in Lan- 
cashire is growing more acute and the trade 
regards a heavy reduction of the output as 
being its only salvation. A meeting has been 
called for July [| to consider replies to cir- 
culars advocating the joint action of the spin- 
ners in resorting to short time, as was done 
during the last two summers. The general 
opinion is that a curtailment of the predic- 
tion on even a more extensive scale than here- 
tofore wil] be necessary to avoid heavy losses.

J. A. Higgins, chief clerk passenger de- 
partment of the West Point route, and 
Traveling Passenger Agent W. B. Clem- 
ents, of the Seaboard Air Line. 


May Parallel Tennessee Central. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
directors of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railway today autnorized 
President John W. Thomas to have sur- 
veys made for the construction of rail- 
road lines from Lebanon to ‘Smithville 
and from Murfreesboro to Woodbury.

General Situation in State Unfavora- 
ble at Present. 
NO RAIN IN SOUTH GEORGIA 


Reports on the Cotton Crop Are Gen- 
erally Favorable, Little Injury 
Having Been Sustained. 


The following review of the crop situa- 
tion in Georgia is for the week ending 
July 7: 

The general crop situation has suffer- 
ed a considerable decline during the past 
week, notwithstanding the fact that co 
pious showers occurred in many of the 
northern counties. The unfavorable 
showing has been caused mainly by tbe 
prevalence of high temperature and 
parching winds, which have taken mois- 
ture from the soil and withered the 
crops in numerous sections. A drought 
of severe proportions is prevailing over 
the major portion of thé southern half 
of the state, and the northwestern coun- 
ties are still without sufficient moisture. 
The condition of the corn crop, espe- 
cially on uplands is regarded as critical 
and unless rain soon comes the crop will 
soon be practically beyond recovery. Re- 
ports as to the condition -of cotton are 
variable; in séme sections the crop has 
sustained little injury and is prgressing 
well; in other localities the drought is 
having a detrimental effect and is result- 
ing in shedding and blooming to top, with 
growth of plant checked materially. One 
good outcome of the hot weather is that 
lice have been almost conipletely de- 
stroyed and fields are now practically 
free from:this pest. It is the general 
opinion that the crop is withstanding the 
prevailing conditions as well as could be 
expected. Peaches, apples, pears and 
plums continue to rot, and these fruits 
are Below normal in quality and quan- 
tity. The dry weather has apparently 
a decided set-back to the watermelon 
crop, as complaint is made in numerous 
counties that the yield is not up to the 
average. 


Reports by Counties. 


Banks—Drought continues; rain badly need- 
ed; farm work well up; cotton is doing very 
well, but corn suffers seriously. 

DeKalb—Early corn is: in critical condition 
from the drought; cotton is dying and shed- 
ding fruit; gardens have totally failed; water- 
melon vines are parched; no rain of conée- 
quence has fallen in fifteen days. 

Fannin—Dry and extremely hot week; all 
vegetation sufferimg for rain; corn is tasseling 
out low; pastures and gardens dry; wheat 
and rye poor; apples medium. 

Gilmer—Drought not yet broken, and weather 
continues hot; crops have been laid by in 
clean condition, but are small, 

Gwinnett—Local showers during the week 
improved all crops, but severel sections of 
the country are still dry; corn crop is off, 
moisture insufficient to finish sowing peas; 
cotton forming well, but needs rain for 
growth. 

Hall—A beneficial rain fell on the 2d, and 
cotton and corn were revived; cotton is bloom- 
ing freely and corn is growing well; sweet 
potatoes making favorable growth; peas doing 
well; gardens dry. 

Hart—A dry hot week; cotton Is holding its 
own very well; corn failing; gardens drying; 
Irish potatoes are a failure; peaches small 
and scarce on the trees; apples shedding. 

Jackson—A copious rain fell on the 2d, and 
crops were greatly revived; cotton and corn 
are looking well, cotton blooming freely; 
peaches and apples poor; many peas sown. 

Rabun—A few local showers have occurred; 
crops in general need rain; rye saved in good 
condition, and the yield was better than ex- 
pected; corn laid by. 

Union—Vegetation much benefited by a 
copious rain on the 2d; corn is well culti- 
vated and nearly laid by; peach crop light; 
gardens set back by previous drought. 

Walker—Weather sultry, but drought was 
broken by fine rains during the night of 
4th; cotton looks well, but forward corn was 
injured by the dry weather. 

Walton—Good rain on 2d; corn and cotton 
are better than usual at this season; peaches 
and apples defective; peas are up and look 
well; potato crops are late. 

MIDDLE SECTION. 

Baldwin—The hot, dry winds which pre- 
vailed for several days were followed by a 
splendid rain on the night of the 2d, and all 
crops were revived. 

Bulloch—Hot and dry weather prevails; all 
crops are suffering for moisture; gardens are 
a failure. 

Carroll—Generally dry weather continues, 
although light and ecattered showers oc- 
curred on‘the 2d; crops are suffering, par- 
ticularly corn, which is dying in the top; 
cotton has stopped growing and is blooming 
at top; pastures dry, 

Effingham—Weather hot and dry; corn is 
drying in the field; cotton is turning yellow 
and shedding frult; much damage has already 
been done by the drought, and the general 
outlook is poor. 

Emanuel—The day temperatures have ranged 
from 100 to 103 degrees during the week, 
and very little rain has fallen; drought causes 
almost irreparable injury to corn and some 
damage to cotton; peaches are almost a fail- 
ure. 

Houston—The local showers during the past 
week were beneficial to crops, but gardens 
were almost beyond recovery; there is much 
complaint of lice on cotton; a few carloads of 
mélons have been shipped, but the melons 
were small. 

McDuffie—Excessive hot winds and dry 
weather have materially injured corn and cot- 
ton and minor crops; unless rain falls soon 
all crops will be considerably cut off. 

Montgomery—Good rains fell on the 2d in 
the upper part of the county; crops are gen- 
erally in good condition, but the stalk of corn 
is smaller than usual. 

Schley—Week hot, dry and windy, detri- 
mental to all crops; the corn crop is badly 
injured; lice are disappearing from cotton, 
but the weather is too dry for the plants to 
grow; indications point to a limited supply 
of melons. 

Screven—The weather ts too dry and hot for 
the good of crops; corn is almost a failure in 
some flelds, and cannot hold out much longer 
in others; cotton seems to be holding out fairly 
well, but is lousy and needs rain badly. 

Taliaferro—Rain fell on the 2d; crops doing 
nicely; melon crop good; cane and peas sown 
for forage are growing rapidly. 

Warren—Hot, dry and windy weather pre- 
vailed during the week; all crops need rain; 
lice have disappeared from eotton; gardens 
and pastures are failing rapidly. 

Washington—-The Maximum temperatures 
ranged from 96 to 102 degrees, and hot winds 
continued; no. rain fell, except a light shower 
on the 2d: the conditions were detrimental to 
crops; lice have almost entirely vanished 
from cotton, but the crop needs rain; corn 
and gardens parched; melons poor. 

Wilkinson—Highest temperature 105; practi- 
cally no rain; cotton is in normal condition: 
corn wilted from oo heat; cane holding 
its own; gardens failin 

SOUTHERN ‘SECTION, 

Appling—A very hot week and crops have 
euffered somewhat owing to lack of rain; 
cotton, however, is doing well. 

Berrien—The hot, dry winds of the previ- 
ous week damaged corn considerably, but the 
good rains on the 2d and 4th benefited all 

crops; cotton is doing well and is nicely 
fruited; a fairly good crop of Elberta peaches 
is being shipped, although there is some 
rot in the fruit. 

Brooks—Crops ar: looking fairly well, but 
need a eoaking rain; cotton is turning yellow 
and shedding in some fields; corn has been 
injured by the drought. 

Bryan—Drought continues; corn and cotton 
badly injured and must have moisture soon; 
melons poor but plentiful. 

Camden—Weather hot and dry; crops suf- 
fering; potatoes dying; peaches small and 
hard: watermelons inferfor. 

Calhoun—Copious showers on the 3d and 4th; 
corn has suffered from lack of rain, but this 
crop and others are now pushing forward 
favorably. 

Clay—Little or no rain in the past three 
weeks; prevailing hot winds have about ruined 
corn and cotton is seriously damaged: ex- 
perienced planters assert that this short drought 
has been more disastrous than one of a longer 

period usually is. 

Col ultt—Drought relieved by rains on 2d 
and 3d, and all crops are now doing well; 
cotton has healthy stock and is fruiting well. 

Decatur—Drought continues over major por- 
tion of the county, and is proving dieastrous 
to corn and cotton; some corn flelds are past 
recovery 

Dosty_-Cotton needs nothing but rain to 
put it In very fine condition; it is well culti- 
vated and lice have disappeared; corn is suf- 
fering; melons small. 

Irwin—Drought somewhat relieved by local 
showers, but crope are still suffering in many 
sections; lice are leaving cotton fields after 
having caused considerable damage; peaches 
etHl rotting, 

Lee—Hot winds, hot ‘sun and no rain have 
been conditions materially damaging to crops. 

Liberty—Hot dry week; corn suffering 

severely; rice. cotton and sugar cane look 
well. but need rain. 
Stewart—Crops failing owing to lack of rain; 
cotton ie blooming at the top and is at a 
standstill; corn wilted; melons small; peaches, 
pears and plumbs rotting. 

Thomas—Crops improved by rain on the 4th, 
but both corn are making slow 
progress, and cotton ‘sas begun to shed; on 
nuts and peas doings well; cane damaged 
rought.
